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A Life Of Dedication 

The sudden passing of County Central High 
School Principal H. H. Mumby is a stunning blow to 
the general public and the hundreds of county stu¬ 
dents under his care. Not only these students but 
young men and women of the last five years gradu¬ 
ating classes have felt his influence and profited im¬ 
measurable by his gift of communication. 

In his own way Mr. Mumby was able to 
get through to his students, sort out their troubles, 
reveal the strong traits of character and make mature 
men and women out of growing boys and girls, able 
and willing to take their place in society. 

Such an attribute, so essential in the vital role 
in education, is found in too few men and women in 
the teaching profession today. In Mr. Mumby was a 
man who had this gift of communication and in his 
35-year career his life was dedicated to his school and 
his students to the exclusion of all else, except his 
family. 

The almost frightening demands of today’s 
education, and the bewildering complications faced at 
the administrative level were a constant challenge to 
Mr. Mumby and in the case of County Central High 
this problem was further heightened by the recent 
inclusion of vocational training. 

The pressure began to show on Mr. Mumby 
in recent years but it was not until early this 
spring that he bowed to the warnings of failing health, 
and offered his resignation as principal. 

Though slight of stature Mr. Mumby was a strong 
voice of influence and guidance to his students. If 
he had a fault it may have been that he let his de¬ 
votion, spirit and desire to fulfil his mission call for 
more than his physical being could sustain. He will 
be missed along the corridors of County Central 
High.

The purpose of this project is to 
encourage greater use of forage 
crops in a planned cropping pro¬ 
gram throughout those areas of 
the Province where increased for¬ 
age use is a prerequisite to econo¬ 
mic growth. In the range areas of 
South Eastern Alberta, it is in¬ 
tended ter help stabilize feed sup¬ 
plies. 

The County application has been 
approved on the basis that the 
policy apply to that part of the 
County which lies east of Range 
23 on lands with a very low assess¬ 
ment, where the productivity would 
be enhanced by the planting of 
forage crops. 

Assistance will be provided to 
farmer applicants in the amount 
of 50% of the cost of the forage 
seed.

Parliament has been busily en¬ 
gaged in a debate on how the 
Rules of Parliament may best be 
changed in order to assist parlia¬ 
ment in carrying out its functions 
more expeditiously. 

There is much misunderstanding 
of Parliament, and consequently a 


great deal of 


serious and unin¬ 
formed criticism. It is described as 
being inefficient; its rules and pro¬ 
cedure obsolete; its organization of 
business antiquated. Reform of 
Parliament is today's catch-phrase. 
People say that the sessions last 
too long; that Members talk too 
much; that speeches should bo 
shorter; that time limits should be 
imposed before debates are com¬ 
menced. "Streamline this pro¬ 
cedure” we are told, "and get down 
to business.” 

The weakness of’the criticism is 
based on a misunderstanding of Iho 
function of Parliament. Parliament 
is not an administrative body, it is 
a place for debate. We look to the 
Cabinet and to the Civil Service 
to carry out administration. 
Twenty Departments have been set 
up for that purpose, and thousands 
of civil servants are employed to 
carry on the day-to-day work. 
Parliament's duty and task is to 
examine government policy, its

taxation and spending programs, 
and its legislative proposals. 

Members of Parliament may 
agree on some issues, but on many 
they disagree. Parliament is the 
place for argument, where differ¬ 
ences of opinion are aired and 
where attempts are made to resolve 
those differences. Parliament is the 
focus of public opinion and 
governments often have to modify 
or withdraw their proposals if de¬ 
bate and controversy in the House 
of Commons discloses that the 
course of action should be changed. 

I consider that the citizens of 
Canada should be concerned not 
with the length of Parliamentary 
sessions or the length or number 
of Members’ speeches, but rather 
with the function of Parliament. 
They should be concerned with the 
policies of the Government, with 
the alertness and activity of the 
Opposition. For our system recog¬ 
nizes that to maintain freedom and 
our democratic way of life there 
must be an Opposition In Parlia¬ 
ment to restrain the Government 
from arbitrary or autocratic action; 
to redress grievances; to check un¬ 
necessary expenditures; to disclose 
wrong doing to public view and 
generally to express the varying 
points of view of freedom loving 
people. 

For our system is founded on 
the freedom of the individual with¬ 
in the law. Members of Parliament 
are representative of that freedom. 
Its maintenance is assured if it is 
the will of the people that free¬ 
dom of speech, be maintained. Re¬ 
strictions rigidly imposed on that 
freedom in Parliament would lead 
inevitably to dictatorship.
